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KASHER PARCELS FOR 
SOLDIERS 


Service to be Organised 


DIFFICULTIES OF THE 
ORTHODOX 


The question of organising a Kasher food parcel service 
for Jewish members of the Forces who wanted it was dis- 
cussed at a meeting held on Monday at Woburn House, 
Upper Woburn Place, London, arranged by the Chief 
Rabbi's Emergency Council and presided over by Dayan M. 
Gollop, Senior Chaplain to the Forces. The service 
envisaged is to proceed throughout the year, including the 
coming. Passover. 

Dayan Gollop said the object of the meeting was to organise 
and to obtain the necessary funds for the provision of a 
Kasher Parcel Service for Jewish soldiers who on conscientious 
grounds were making tremendous sacrifices in adhering to the 
traditional Jewish dictary laws. 

He was unable to reveal the actual number of Jews in the 
Army, he said, but it ran into tens of thousands. 

In their first day in camp a very large percentage of Jewish 
soldiers would not eat meat. But when very little alternative 
food was available, after a time their strength failed ihem and 
they were compelicd to taste trefa. It was only a very small 
minority who had sufficient strength of character and will- 
power to make the tremendous sacrifices entailed in observing 
the dictary laws. 

To such soldiers it meant that all they could eat was bread 
and tea. If they had means they could not take full advant- 
age of the canteen and buy food, as the canteens. in nine 
cases out of ten, stocked only non-Kasher meat foods, Those 
men with money, and with relations who could afford to spend 
money, had no great difficulties, because in the long run their 
families sent them parcels, 

Even then, however, the diflicultics were not overcome, for 
it was an unwritten law in the Army that parce’s vere shared 
with one’s comrades, and while in the majority of cases the 
Jewish soldier's explanation was received with sympathy, it 
required a good deal of courage and tact for a man to eat 
the contents of his Kasher parcel without sharing it 

Any Jewish soldier who made a sacrifice to observe thé 
dietary laws should be helped, and the only way in which they 
could do it was by organising a parcel service. Me was happy 
that the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council had agreed 
to sponsor this scheme and to make itself responsible for the 
scnding of parce!s to soldiers. 

It was a question of funds. If the Community refused to 
give the Council the necessary means, then it would be to its 
undying shame. A _ soldier’s life was hard enough. It was 
many times more difhicult for the Jewish soldier who wanted to

THE MURDER CAMP 
OF GURS 


A Prisoner’s Cry 
DYSENTERY AND DEATH 


[From a Special Correspondent) 


Much has been written of late about the revolting condi- 
tions at the French internment camp at Gurs, in the 
Pyrenees, and of the many deaths of aged people at the 
camp. Here is an actual letter written from the camp by 
a German Jewess who was one of the unfortunates dumped 
in France at the end of last year from Western Germany, 
and taken to Gurs. 

She writes: 

“ This is my sixth week here with my fcllow-sufferers and I 
am still alive. It ts extraordinary what human beings can stand 
You will probably have heard about me from Mrs. R. Without 
her we would probably have had no news from each other at 
all. 1 suppose there have been reports in the newspapers about 
conditions here. Once Mrs. R. sent me some money so that I 
could buy some extra food in the canteen because we had to 
give up everything over 100 marks. We are starving and [rcezing 
and the nights are icy. 

“ There is talk of a change for the better, but nobody knows 
where we shall be going, any more than we knew where we 
were being taken from Baden and Palatinate, The journey lasted 
three days and nights. Some of the people were 80 and 90 years 
old and we arrived here completely exhausted. We were allowed 
to take hardly anything with us. We were given one hour to 
pack our belongings and to see to our sick and old people. i! 
have one old dress in which I came here, nothing else. Those 
who committed suicide were not few. We have about twelve 
deaths every day, mostly of old and sick people. It is not con- 
sidered anything extraordinary. Dysentery is raging and special 
barracks have been set up—it is ghastly. If only there were 
not the cold, the dirt, the primitive conditions. 


15,000 In the Camps 


“9000 of us arrived here within three days. Now every- 
thing is a litthe more organised but at first 1t was dreadful 
There are about 15,000 of us now including people in the camps 
for Spaniards. Children’s barracks have been set up. The 
lavatories are terrible. Men and women are kept bchind barbed 
wire, and only allowed to see cach other for a few hours every 
few weeks 

“ For breakfast we have a cup of black coffee, for lunch a 
plate of soup, and for supper another plate of soup. In the 
morning bread is distributed. usually | loaf for 8 persons. It 
is left to us to eat as we please. We can buy things in the can- 
teen. Without this we should starve to death. They say this 
camp is the worst in France. Men who have come here from 
Cypricn (described in THe JewisH CHRONICLE some time ago 
as the “ Hell of St. Cyprien ") confirm this 

* Yesterday 1 attended the funecrals—it was the most terrible 
experience | have ever had. The coffins arrived on lorries, the 
names of the dead were called out, the relatives paid 20 francs, 
the coffin splashed into the wet grave-——that was all. When all 
the 17 coffins were in the graves—-Spaniards do this work— 
the Rabbi made a short speech. Everybody was glad to be 
back in the barracks again 

“ The wind and rain come through roof and walls. I shall 
try to hold out. At o'clock we have another 21 funerals. 
If they take as much time to think of a place to take us to 
it will not be necessary any longer. There will not be many 
of us left if we have to stay here over the winter.” 


Vichy Has a Plan 


According to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency message, the 
French Government has announced plans for the alleviation of 
conditions in refugee internment camps, after the matter had 
sees raised by the United States Ambassador, Admiral William 
D. Leahy. 

Admiral Leahy is said to have taken up the matter with 
Marshal Pétain, pointing out the hardships to which the 1in- 
ternees were subjected: and the Marshal is said to have shown 
an “ understanding attitude 

The new plans provide for “ rational distribution” of. the 
35,000 interned forcigners in three camps—the first at Rivesaltes 
for families with children the second at Noe for childless 
couples, persons over 60 years of age and the sick. and the 
third at Barcares for single adults. The internees will be 
grouped according to national origin, 

Tracts of land will be placed at the disposal of internees 
for agricultural work. Foreign bodies are co-operating with 
the Ministry. Schools and professional training centres will 
also be created in the camps. 

The French Government was also said to have offered to 
release temporarily any of the 15,000 refugees interned at Gurs 
for whom 1,200 francs monthly maintenance is provided, pend- 
ing preparations for emigration. The offer was made by M. 
Gaston Henri-Haye, the French Ambassador in Washington, in 
reply to a memorandum submitted by the Rev. Dr. Henry Smith 
Leiper, President, and Mr. Boris Courevitch, Vice-President, 
of the Union for the Protection of the Human Person, which 
has its headquarters in New York. 

It was stated that 200,000,000 francs annually would be 
required to obtain the release of all the 15,000 internees. 


AWARDS FOR GALLANTRY 


George Gross and D.S.C. for 
Naval Officers 


The George Cross has been awarded to Temporary 
Lieutenant Harold Reginald Newgass, R.N.V.R., for, 
according to the announcement in the LONDON GaZzrTTe, 
great gallantry and undaunted devotion to duty. 

Lieutenant Newgass is a member of a family well known in 
the Liverpool and London Jewish Communities. His father 
was the late Benjamin Newgrass, of Liverpool. He himself 
took an active part in Jewish club work in London and was a 
Manager of the Bernhard Baron St. George's Jewish Scttle- 
ment (of which Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques is the Warden) 

We understand that Lieutenant Newgass adopted the 
Christian faith about three months ago. 

The Distinguished Service Cross has been awarded to 
Lieutenant Martin H. B. Solomon, R.N.V.R., for “ good 
services in the withdrawal of the Allied Armies from the 
beaches at Dunkirk.” At the time of that engagemeat 
Lieutenant Solomon was aged 24. He was then a Sub- 
Lieutenant and has since received promotion. 

Lieutenant Solomon is the only son of Major Robert B 
Solomon, M.C.. and Mrs. Solomon, of London. 


CASUALTIES IN LONDON RAID 
School and Synagogue Hit 


[from our Special Correspondent] 


There were a number of fatal casualties among London 
Jews im a recent ai raid. They would have been much 
heavier and the damage to property greater but for the 
prompt and brave way in which incendiary bombs were 
tackled by the volunteer fire fighters. 

Among the Jewish casualties were A.R.P. Wardens. a little 
girl of two years, and a family of five 

The buildings damaged included a large Jewish school, a 
Synagogue, and a Matzo warchouse 

Several residents told me there is urgent need of additional 
equipment. “ We have nothing to fight the fires with except 
our hands and buckets of sand,” said one Jewish woman.

CONSCRIPTION OF ALLIED 
NATIONALS 


M.P. Sees Mr. Richard Law 
[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Mr. S. S. Sirverman, M.P., has carried further his inquiries 
into activities of Allied Governments in conscripting nationals 
living in this country. Not only has he satished himself of 
misuse of the Allied Forces Act by the Polish Government, but 
he has also had cases concerning the Dutch Government, where, 
of course, the matter ts not complicated by any Jewish question. 

For example: “ X ” was born in Vienna of Polish parents; 
he does not know a word of Polish; he has no connection with 
Poland: he was brought up in Vienna as a Viennese. After the 
occupation of Austria Hitler deported Jews from that country 
who were of Polish origin, and tried to dump them into Poland. 
Poland would not have them. Our example Mr. “ X" was in 
no-man’s-land eight months. The Poles did not recognise him 
as a Polish citizen and would not let him in. He got away 
and came to this country. He is now serving in the Polish 
Army but has no Polish connection or affection. 

This man was in the Polish Army, says Mr. Silverman, 
because the Polish authorities sent soldiers to his house, 
arrested him. took him to a Polish military detention camp, 
bullied him and frightened him. In the end he thought he had 
no option and he joined. Now he wants to be transferred to 
the British Army. 

There are a number of Dutch cases. Mr. Silverman has 
seen the notice sent by the Dutch authorities—he believes the 
Polish is similar—to people they are calling up, But you cannot 
“call-up " a serving soldier: the fact that you send him a 
call-up notice proves he is not a member of your armed forces 
at the moment. And there is no doubt that the Armed Forces 
Act applies only to those who were at that time serving im the 
forces concerned. 

Mir. Silverman in an interview with Mr. Richard Law, M_-P., 
Financial Secretary to the War Office, gave him eight to twelve 
particular cases and Mr. Law promised the fullest investigation 
into' them all. Mr. Silverman’s object ts to see that the Allied 
Forces Act is not abused f the powers are not sufficient, he 
says, the Allied authorities must not extend them under their 
own unilateral action. The Government must ask for further 
powers 

They cannot set up a Polish and Dutch conclave on British 
territory except so far as Parliament has agreed to it. 


Legislation Foreshadowed 


Mr. Atriee, the Lord Privy Seal, announced in the House of 
Commons last week that it was proposed to introduce legis- 
lation whereby Allied nationals in this country could be com- 
pulsorily called up for service in the Allied armed forces. 

Asked by Mr. G. le M. Manner (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) 
if it was’ proposed to set up foreign courts in this country, Mr. 
Attlee replied that this matter was still under discussion, but 
he would not give details, which required a great deal of 
care m working out.

observe the laws of kashrut while he was serving his country. 
It surely ought not to be beyond the capacity of the Angio- 
Jewish Community to provide them with the funds tor this 
essential service. 

Speaking of the Passover, Dayan Gollop said that while many 
Jewish soldiers would get leave to observe the Festival there 
would stil be a large number who would not. Many of these 
would probably be catered for by the Jewish Communities 
nearest to them tin which connection he mentioned the 
Hospitality Commiuttec: that had been established). -A_ large 
number of men would not know until the last moment whether 
they could get leave or not, and they reckoned that a fair 
number would require parcels for Pesach. The Community 
must make provision tor them also 

In many small provincial centres the work was done 
magnificently. It was m their large cites hke London and 
Manchester that the Hospitality Organisation did not work as 
satistactorily as might. 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld said the idea seemed to have gained 
ground—and he was one of those who had that false idea— 
that the chaplaincy and the responsible authorities were not 
intepested in the Judaism of the soldiers.. He had learnt to 
correct his impression after his talks with the Senior Chaplain. 
Dr. Schonteld suggested that Jewish societies should send 
Kasher parcels to their members in the Forces who needed 
them rather than, say, a pair of socks. 

He moved a resolution, which, seconded by the Rev. S. 
Isaacs, Was carried unanimously, welcoming the proposed 
scheme 

Winding up the discussion which followed, Dayan Gollop 
made ut clear that they would be sending parcels only to those 
conscientious observers of Kashrut, who could not get them 
trom their homes and who could not afford to pay for them.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Spirit of Amalek 


O you wish to prove the genius of Judaism? Then 

study lovingly its religious institutions, its festivals 

and pious ceremonial. For these, instead of diminish- 
ing in their content and timely message as the centuries roll 
on, seem to gather added momentum and fresh impetus 
after each intelligent and conscientious observance. This 
reflection is brought forth by the celebration of Purim 
both yesterday and to-day. The most casual survey of 
present world conditions suffices to convince us that the 
spirit of Amalek was not vanquished at Rephidim by Israel's 
indomitable faith. It is rampant more than ever to-day 
in. those totalitarian States where human beings — are 
bludgeoned into submission to an iron will that scorns mercy 
and ridicules pity. Litthe wonder that the Scriptural portion 
on the Sabbath preceding Purim reminds us that God wages 
a battle against Amalek in each generation. For it is not 
only against Israel that Amalek throws his cruel strength to- 
day, but against the whole world. Anti-Semitism is always 
the smoke-screen which hides the overweaning ambitions 
of these implacable sadists who hanker after world domina- 
tion, and Jews have always been the “ shock-troops” thrown 
into the front line of battle to bear the full brunt of the 
enemy's rage. 


PURIM, unlike other Jewish anniversaries, is not merely 

an isolated episode in a legendary past, but is a recur- 
ring factor in the lives of almost every generation. The 
story it records and the lessons it promulgates, feature most 
prominently and occur with unbroken regularity in our 
whole history. Hence the sober warning of the Megillah: 
“And these days of Purim shall never pass away from the 
Jews, nor will the memory of them ever cease from their 
descendants.” It is this fact that guided the decision of the 
Talmud that no Hallel be recited on Purim, for “TAY “PON 
IN WrvwnN “we are still bondsmen of the tyrants.” 
Have we not been the butt of persecution since the dawn 
of history? Isaac was told by Abimelech, King of the 
Philistines: “ Get thee gone from us, for thou dost exceed 
us in might; and Esau’s hatred of his brother Jacob has 
become the pattern of murderous intent across the proces- 
sion of the ages. This hatred gathered impetus with the 
years, until in the time of Haman it became a fierce current 
Striving to sweep away every vestige of Israel from the 
face of the earth. Yet our forbears have always stood up 
against their opponents, armed with faith in God and com- 
forted by the knowledge that their best weapon of defence 
was a more inténsive religious steadfastness to their ancestral 
faith. Their most effective answer to their detractors was 
to make the conduct of their life a practical demonstration 
of the utter absurdity of the accusations levelled against 
them, 


NCE again, the moderh Haman is seeking to exterminate 
the whole of civilised humanity. He has converted 
the world into a mammoth arsenal, in which industry has 
been converted from constructive to destructive purposes 
and the weapons of. war are being forged with breathless 
haste whereby to send millions to an early grave. Not only 
is this spirit of Amalek abroad in political life, but also in 
the social and economic spheres... It has descended upon 
individuals as well as upon nations, and unhappily seems 
to prevail everywhere. This war is the outcome of a 
mechanised age, in which scientific discoveries have been 
allowed to outstrip spiritual development, becoming thus 
a danger to mankind's own existence. Our greatest brains 
are now perforce mobilised to the perfection of the speediest 
and most effective means of extermination rather than to 
the art of rendering less the Sum of human wretchedness. 
Civilisation was spiritually in its decadence in many quarters 
before the war. The trivial was stressed, the unimportant 
magnified. Many were out of tune with the Infinite. Possessed 
by the Amalek spirit, youth worshipped as its heroes not 
the visionaries and dreamers of an tdeal world, but the 
boxers, cinema stars, and football idols. -Their wayward- 
ness caused them to be blind to the gathering of the forces 
of wickedness in all parts of the world, and so the stage 
was set for the struggle between God and Amalek. 


UT even the horrors of war need not bring total despair 
to the faithful. For just as Purim warns us that certain 
prejudices and hatreds against us will exist as long as Jews 
persist in retaining their individuality, so also tt assures us 
of the eternity and indestructibility of our people. This 
assurance is aptly described in a Midrashic homily compar- 
ing Haman to the foolish bird which sought to dry up the sea 
by carrying grains of sand in its beak, in vengeance for the 
sweeping away by the waves of its nest that had been built 
at the shore of the sea. Whilst so busily engaged, another 
bird flew up and ridiculed its futile efforts. Similarly, God 
frustrated and laughed to scorn the efforts of Haman to 
exterminate Israel, a people linked with immortality and 
that has always stood at the grave of its persecutors. Let 
us, accordingly, cultivate hope and seek confidence in a vital, 
spiritual revival in our midst. It was this kind of indes- 
tructible hope that made an ancient Rabbi declare that 
Messiah will be born on the Ninth of Av, the anniversary 
of the destruction of both Temples. Verily, our eyes may 
oft find it difficult to discern the dawn brightening the sky 
with a myriad, beautiful tints, but the effort must be made 
of training ourselves to be sustained by presages of it 
throughout the long night. “In quietness and confidence 
shall be your strength.” 


FAITH and hope alone, however, are not enough. These 

must be accompanied by honest attempts at translating 
our religious ideals into ethical conduct. To live the Jewish 
life is the goal of all belief. With the Torah in our hearts, 
our onward march should be as unimpeded as the march of 
dawn slowly beating back the powers of night. So let us 
march on, in good heart and not cast down, neither apolo- 
getic nor weak-kneed. Have we to be ashamed of our 
religion or our past? Has not our religion been the fountain- 
head of the spiritual currentsamong mankind? Let traducers 
ruge, accusing the Jew of what crimes their fancy might 
breed: none the less, it remains true that in every country, 
we have been to the forefront in every task of patriotism, 
sacrifice, and service. Why? Simply because we have been 
faithful to our religious convictions,

HUYTON : GOVERNMENT ACTS 


Much-Criticised Camp Closed Down 
FAMILY CAMP FOR ISLE OF MAN 


In the last issue of THe Jewish CHRONICLE it was 
announced that the Huyton camp for internees, where 
Nazis and Jewish refugees were placed together, was to be 
closed down. I am now able to state (writes a JEwisH 
CHRONICLE representative) that the closing down has 
taken place. 

A Family Camp in Pont St. Mary, Isle of Man, is to open 
about April 1. ft is in the nature of an experiment, and, 
if a success, might possibly lead to the opening of 
additional family camps. This, however, in view of the 
present releases, will, it is hoped, be unnecessary. 

About 400 internees have arrived in Britain from Canada. 
Two hundred and seventy of them are at the Hutchison Camp 
in the Isle of Man. A small number, | understand, were 
released on landing. pee 

An important development in the internee position in Canada 
is that a Central Department for Interned Refugees has been 
set up, consisting of members representing Canadian, Jewish 
refugee. and war relief agencies and the Canadian Nationa 
Committee on Refugees. The Chairman is Senator Cairine R. 
Wilson, and the Joint Secretaries Mr. Saul Hayes and Miss 
Constance Haywood. 

The Liaison Officer, Mr. Stanley Goldner, will keep in touch 
with the Government Department of Internment Operations 
and will have access to the camps. The address of the Control 
Department is 1,121 St. Catherine Street West, Montreal. 


12,500 INTERNEES NOW FREED 
More Releases in Prospect 


Broadcasting to the United States and Canada on 
Sunday, the Earl of Lytton said that up to date some 
11,500 Germans and Austrians and 1.000 Italians interned 
in Britain have been released. All still interned were in 
permanent buildings in the Isle of Man or near Liverpool, 
with adequate equipment, hospitals, schools, and good and 
sufficient food. 

The total of internees at one time, says the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, was 27,000, 6,000 of whom were sent overseas 

Four thousand seven hundred persons have been released as 
being invalid or infirm, and 1,900 have been accepted for enhist- 
ment in the Military Pioneer Corps. Persons released as hold- 
ing key positions in industries on work of national importance 
account for over 400; while 350 have been freed to take up 
work in agriculture, commercial food-growing or forestry. 
Scientists and research workers number 270, and 40 are 
employers at factories certified by a Government department. 
Two hundred and ninety come imto the category of friendly 
persons who have lived at least 20 years in this country with 
British interests and associations. and 160 have been released 
under the category reserved tor aliens who have spent years in 
opposing the Nazi system in speech and in writing 

Arrangements are now completed for bringing alien internces 
back from the Isle of Man to do farm work on the mainland, 
says the Eventno Stanparp. Mr, Robert Hudson, Minister of 
Agriculture, sent one of his experts to the island to test the 
qualifications of the applicants, and his inquiries resulted in 
about a hundred of the internees satisfying him that, provided 
there were no reasons why*they should not be allowed on 
British farms, they would be useful there. 

Requests from the farmers were backed by some of the 
County War Agricultural Commitices, and Mr. Herbert 
Morrison, the Home Secretary, is acting on the White Paper 
which provides for the release of internees on such conditions. 
Steps are accordingly being taken for the rclease of selected 
men. They will be wanted for potato lifting, for work on the 
sugar beet farms, and for drainage work 


BRITISH-BORN WIVES FREED FROM 
ALIENS BAN 


Ten thousand British-born women who, having married 
aliens, have been subject to restrictions since war began, are 
having most of their freedom restored to them. 

By an order that came into force yesterday they will no 
longer be compelled to get permits from the Ministry of 
Labour before taking work. They will also be able to go out- 
side the five-mile radius from their homes to which they have 
been confined, ride or drive their own cars, cycles, or motor- 
cycles, and they will not have to report regularly to the police. 


INTERNEE WATCH-REPAIRERS 
Helping Out the Trade 


German watch-repairers interned in the Isle of Man are the 
only internees allowed to follow their own trade, says the 
EVENING STANDARD. They are already mending about ‘40 
watches a week, and this number promises to be substantially 
increased. 

The scheme was devised by a London jeweller, who realised 
the difficulty that many shops were finding in executing the 
orders of their customers, so many benchmen having been 
taken for other kinds of precision work on Government con- 
tracts... He approached the Home Office, which agreed to his 
suggestion. 

The interned watch-repairers are now taking orders from 
retail jewellers in several centres in Britain. 


ISLE OF MAN PASSOVER ARRANGEMENTS 


Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld visited the Isle of Man internment 
camps last week on behalf of the Chief Rabbi, With the 
co-operation of the Isle of Man authorities and the mulitary 
headquarters, satisfactory arrangements for the observance of 
Passover by 1,500 internees, have been completed. The Rev. 
S. Anekstein, the Resident Minister, is carrying out all necessary 
details both for the men’s and women’s camps. 

The report of the visit includes references to the satisfaction 
caused by the proposed establisnment of a Ministry of Labour 
Exchange on the Island, and te the keen desire of the internces 
to have the question of their status settled.

THE MALEFACTOR AND THE COMMUNITY 


Jewish social life in the midst of a non-Jewish Com- 
munity has come to be based on a kind of Gresham's Law. 
In the eyes of many non-Jews the bad Jews have driven 
the good Jews “out of noticeable circulation.’ Centuries 
of Jewish contribution to the best in civilisation are swept 
away when a Jew gets involved in some sordid court case. 
Must this state of affairs always continue? If so. the status 
of the Jew in any “new and better’ world” is doomed 
from the start. He may lead the most honourable and 
distinguished life, but it will all be to no avail. One of 
his race is a miscreant, and it ts idiotic to expect of a people 
comprising some 15S million persons that not a single one 
shall misbehave. Jeremiah formulated, 2,000 years ago. 
the only true foundation upon which a new order can be 
built: “ In those days they shal] say no more: * The fathers 
have eaten sour grapes, and the children’s teeth are set on 
edge. But every One shall die for his own iniquity: every 
man that eateth the sour grapes, fis teeth shall be set on 
edge. Behold, the days come. saith the Lord, that I will 
make a new covenant with the house of Israel... . / will 
put My law in their inward parts, and in their heart will 
I write it: and I will be their God, and they shall be My 
people: and they shall teach no more every man his neigh- 
bour and every man his brother. saying: “Know the Lord’; 
for they shall all know Me, from the least of them unto 
the greatest of them, saith the Lord” (Jer. xxxi., 29--34). For 
practical purposes in everyday Jewish life | would humbly 
suggest that the Cherem, the Anathema, be reintroduced, 
not as a weapon in the hands of a rabbinical hierarchy, 
but, as it was meant originally, for a vigorous and 
salutary communal purgation. Any Jew who besmirches 
the good name of his people. in whatever manner. must be 
made a pariah in the Community, an outcast suffering 
complete social ostracism. At any rate this would con- 
vincingly show to non-Jews that these offenders are bitterly 
hated by their fellow-Jews.—THt Rtv. ARON COHEN, 
Laburnum House, Tredegar, Mon.

Ghettos of Our Days 


Details are now available about the new ghetto in Lodz, 
in Nazi Poland. Although the ghetto is little more than 
four square miles in area, 170,000 Jews are concentrated 
in it. Before the war the Jewish population of Lodz was 
340,000, but half of them fled from the city or were 


expelled. 
The ghetto, which is guarded by “ a full battalion ” of police, 


is said to receive food supplies and other commodities “ as far 
as circumstances permit,” Jews from the ghetto, it is added, 


are permitted to work on road building, or as tailors, cobblers 
or carpenters. The Koeiniscne ZeirunG reports that the walls 


of the ghetto are about 15 miles in extent. German orders to 


the inhabitants are communicated through a body of “ 
elders "' within the ghetto walls. 
Another typical ghetto is that in the own of Lublin, where 


Jews have been herded from other parts of Poland, and also from 
Germany and Austria. And now there are reports that Dutch 
Jews will be sent to the town. Below is a picture of a typical 
Lublin ghetto family outside their poverty-stricken home. 


In THE GHETTO. 


The Warsaw ghetto (recently described in THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE) is Now more overcrowded than ever. Non-Jewish 
husbands or wives of ghetto-dwellers are now, under the pro- 
visions of a new order, to be forced to live in the ghetto if they 
refuse to divorce their Jewish partners. 

A certain number of trams are still permitted to run “ non- 
stop through the ghetto; but before entering its walls the 
cars are boarded by German police in order to see that no 
Jew gets on to the tram in an attempt to escape. 


THREW GRENADES BACK INTO 
ITALIAN LINES 


Heroic Greek Jewish Soldiers 


The Salonika Jewish Community is proudly relating the deedy 
of three of its members on the battlefields of Albania. One 
of them, Albert, a well-known athlete sportsman, headed » 
handful of Greek soldiers in an attack on a gun post defended 
by a score of Itaiians. Armed with hand grenades, Albert 
instructed his few men to make a terrific din and to rush the 
post. The ruse worked and the Italians, believing themselves 
to be surrounded by a superior force, surrendered to the Jew. 

Another Jewish soldier from Salonika, Michel, shot dows 
with his rifle a low-flying Italian bomber. ie 

A third, Joseph Pepo, has been decorated with the Military 
Cross for his heroism in snatching up a number of hand grenades 
thrown by the Italians at the Greeks and throwing them back 
into the Italian lines He sustained severe hand injuries. 

The Greek Government, says a Salonika report, has given 
the name of Fritsi to an Albanian village, in memo “> 
Greek Jewish soldier, Colonel Mordechai Fritsi, "who 
heroically leading his troops to victory.” 

A memorial service for the late General Metaxas, conducted 
by Chief Rabbi Barzilai, was held at the principal Ath 
Synagogue on Sunday. The Jewish Community have off 
25,000 drachmas for a memorial to the General. 


AMERICAN JEWS’ BID FOR UNITY 


‘“*Appeal’’ Split Healed 


The American United Jewish Appeal, the dissolution of 
which was recently deplored by wide sections of American 
Jewry, was reconstituted last week by an agreement signed 
by the three constituent bodies, the United Palestine 
Appeal, the Joint Distribution Committee, and the 
National Refugee Service. This action was taken both in 
response to American Jewry’s wishes and in view of the 
need for unity. 

All three -constituent agencies are immediately halting the 
independent campaigns they had announced for this year. 

The split in the Appeal was due to disagreement as to the 
allocation between the three bodies of the funds raised, the 
United Palestine Appeal complaining of “ niggardly treatment.” 
Jewish leaders throughout the United States made unavailing 
efforts to restore unity, and a plan put forward by Mr. Sidney 
Hollander, President of the Council of Jewish Federations and 

elfare Funds. was rejected. 

The “Re-united Appeal has announced a quota of 25,000.000 
dollars for the year. Of this, the first 8,800,000 dollars will be 
divided as follows: 4.275.000 dollars for the Joint Distribo- 
tion Committee, 2.525.000 dollars for the United Palestine 
Appeal, and 2,000,000 dollars for the National Refugee Service. 

The remainder will be distributed by an Allotment Committee. 


VICHY’S “ JEW-DEPARTMENT ” 
Leon Blum in Captivity

He has now been in solitary confinement for over six months 
in a dilapidated stronghold where—reports the Damy SkerTcn

heated cell has often registered a temperature of 10 degrees 
below zero. His prison guards have been instructed to break 
his morale and refuse any request for a book to pass away 
the time. M. Blum will be 69 next month.

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NO EMIGRATIONISM 


Polish Government Defines Its Attitude 
ANTI-JEWISH “ IRRESPONSIBLES ”’ 


“The only evacuation | gre in Poland after the war 
will be the problem of evacuating the Germans,” said 
Professor Olgierd Gorka, head of the Nationalities 


— of the Polish Ministry of Information, to a 
ring of Jewish journalists last week. Mr. Paprocki, 
puty Director of the Department, and Mr. H. M. 
Winawer, Jewish Press officer of the Polish Ministry of 
Information, also participated in the conference. 

Professor Gorka, in a statement made on behalf of his 
Government, said that the pronouncement in the Polish Consti- 
tution relating to the rights of Jews was clear and unequivocal ; 

recognised no distinction whatever among citizens for any 
reason. In addition, there was the basic statement of the 
present Polish Government, made on November 30, 1939, the 
many statements and regulations made by the Premier, General 
Sikorski, the well-known speech by Minister Stanczyk, all of 
which also left no doubt as to the position of the present Govern- 
ment in regard to the understanding and interpretation of con- 
stitutional enactments. 

There were, he admitted, political groupings in Poland which 
took up an attitude to Jewish questions which Jews felt it their 
ony to fight. But the Polish Government in emigration was 
a Government of national unity, in which all the most important 
political parties were represented. In consequence there were, 
and there were bound to be, representatives of those groupings 
which adopted the attitude which Jews defined as anti-Semitic. 
Though it might sound paradoxical, he maintained that if the 
Polish Government did not include those members in its ranks 
it would be the greatest of triumphs for the Nazi press, which 
would call the Government a Rump Government and would 
allege that it did not represent Polish parties or political trends 
at all. The presence of all groupings in the Polish Government 
was in the interest of all who were fighting Nazi Germany. 

“No member of the Government,” said Professor Gorka, 
“and no politically responsible person in emigration has ever 
expressed, cither in word or in print, anything of an anti- 
Semitic character or tone.” 


“Jestem Polakiem 


The publication Jestem Potaktem Am a Pole’) had. 
Professor Gorka admitted, undoubtedly had an anti-Semitic 
character, but he added that those responsible for it were a little 
group of “irresponsible adolescents who have revealed an 
extreme lack of national discipline.” 

The Professor suggested that the publication had acquired a 
fictitious importance through the publicity given to it in the 
Jewish and English Press, and suggested that the Jewish Press 
in particular showed a tendency to give great prominence to 
any small evidence of anti-Semitism on the part of Poles and 
to pay far less attention to utterances of a positive nature by 
responsible persons. 

As to other alleged anti-Semitic publications, Professor 
Gorka said that he was unable to find anything anti-Semitic in 
Dr. Rettinger’s book, although there was an anti-Semitic 
passage in the book by M. Wegierski. But an author had the 
right to express his opinions, and M. Wegierski was not a 
Polish official, neither was he in London. They could not intro- 
duce a censorship in England, and in any case the Polish 
Government was strongly opposed to any suppression of the 
freedom of specch. 

Dealing with problems of post-war’ evacuation, Professor 
Gorka said: “In my view the problem of evacuation will not 
be so much a Polish-Jewish problem as, most of all, an internal 
Jewish problem. The problem of evacuation is a question of’ 
eventual differences of opinion among Jews themselves: 
namely, by what roads and at what rate are they to strive to 
create a national home, for from the Polish viewpoint it ‘seems 
to me to have lost much of its urgency for some time to come. 

“The problem which will arise when Polish authority ts 
restored,” he continued, “* will be the policy of * restitutio in 
integrum * and the evacuation of the Germans, and not the 
problem of hustling and evacuating the Jews.” 

Replying to questions and discussion, Professor Gorka said 
that the reconstruction of Poland would be done with the help 
of Britain and America. It was quite clear that as England 
would win, the future Poland would be progressive and left- 
wing. 


FREE RUMANIA MOVEMENT’S 
DENIAL 


No Bar on Jewish Members 


A denial of an allegation that has been current that 
Jews will not be admitted to the newly-created Free 
Rumanian movement has been assued by an authorised 
spokesman of M. Tilea, head of the Free Rumanian 
National Committee. 

“Aiming at the liberation of Rumania from Axis oppression,” 
said this spokesman, “the Free Rumanian movement fights 
also against Nazi doctrines. In a country to be ruled on 
civilised, constitutional and democratic lines there ts no place 
for racial or religious intolerance among its nationals. 

“Whether Jew or Gentile,” it: was added, “™ every 
Rumanian is welcome to join our fight for the new Free 
Rumania that is to come.” 

The allegation (not published in THe Jewish CHRONICLE) 
was to the effect that the Free Rumanians were not anxious to 
accept Jews as members, and that Jews had been dissuaded 
privately from submitting applications. 


POST-WAR CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Speaking this week at the Adath Yisroel Synagogue, North 
London, on behalf of the Federation of Czechuslovakian Jews, 
of which he is a Vice-President Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld referred 
to the anniversary of the birth of T. G Masaryk, President 
and Liberator of Czechoslovakia, and read a message. from 
M. Jan Masaryk, the Czechoslovak Foreign Minister, stating 
that he identified himself with the ideals of the Federation— 
“ free Jews in a free Czechoslovakia in a free Europe.” 


N.Z.0. AND POLISH GOVERNMENT 


Negotiations between the Polish New Zionist Organisation 
in Palestine and the Representation of Polish Jewry for the 
inclusion of the former er! in the Representation have broken 
down, announces the N.Z.O. in London. a 

The reason for the breakdown, it is stated, was the insistence 
of the Representation that the N.Z.O. should, as a condition 
of membership, renounce its evacuation policy. To this demand 
the N.Z.O. was not willing to accede. _ 

In consequence of this failure to achieve unity, the Polish 
N.Z.O. in Palestine is establishing a committee of its own 
which will make direct representations to the Polish Govern- 
ment should the occasion arise.

A Yiddish Symposium

Citizens, a symposium (conducted in Yiddish) on “ The 
Future of the Jews in a Free Europe “ was held on Sunday 
afternoon at the Rose Hertz Hall, Woburn House. 

Mr. J. Cang, who presided, said that the Jews who lived 
and suffered to-day under the yoke of Hitler's agents were 
heroes—perhaps the greatest heroes that the Jewish people had 
ever produced. To-day, Polish Jews stood solidly together with 
the Rumanian and Bulgarian Jews. In war the Jews were 
among the greatest sufferers. There could be no free Europe 
without a free Jewish people. 

Hitler was not their only enemy, Mr. Cang added. The

WHEN America entered the last war, on the side of 
the Allies, the British people poured out their thank- 
fulness in a historic service at St. Paul's. They realised 
all that the comradeship of the United States meant, 
not only as a military but as a moral factor in the 
deciding of the tissue. To-day America, though 
increasingly “mixed up” with Britain, to use Mr. 
Churchill's phrase, is not fully and formally in the 
Allied camp, for the Bill just passed by Congress 
authorising the utmost aid to Britain and the other 
belligerent’ democracies contains the limiting phrase 
“ short of war.” But the moral identification of 
America with Britain stands out as a portent plain to 
every eye; in the long run, impossible to conceal even 
from the semi-blinded vision of the Germans and ther 
italian slaves. The Aid for Britain Bill, with its avowed 
and official support of the Allies, is an example of a 
new and original way of meeting contingencies, a way 
contrived by the supposedly “ bankrupt” intelligence of 
the Democracies, and contrasts with the antiquated 
barbarian ideas which are all that the “ virile” Total 
tarian States can think of, and which are littl more 
than a crude mixture of blackmail and swindling and 
prevarication. The step just taken proclaims, in effect, 
that the moral outlook, the Moral code accepted by the 
two great Democracies is essentially the same, and that 
the two nations must therefore unite against black 
reaction and barbarism

As such, it is as momentous 
an act as the Prime Minister's phrase suggests when he 
calls tt “a new Magna Carta. 

No one can underestimate ius profound and ftar- 
reaching significance for the whole world. The propa- 
gandists of Berlin and Rome, of course, will scream 
that it is merely a proposal to establish an Anglo- 
Saxon domination of the world, in contradistinction to 
the Nazi-Fascist domination tor which the little rat of 
Berchtesgaden 1s so assrduously digging and delving. 
that were indeed so itt would not be a bad exchange! 
In point of fact, however, no Anglo-Saxon domination 
has ever been suggested Ol implied, or even desired in 
any quarters. The powertul and probably decisive 
part now to be’ taken by the United States in the 
Struggle carries with uw the certainty that she will play 
no less effective a role in the reconstruction of the new 
world, under the direction of her. Presidents strong 
personality, What it is that Mr. Roosevelt ts bent on 
accomplishing, alongside of victorious Britain, has been 
indicated in his Own inspiring utterances and in. those 
of British writers and thinkers. There ts to be no 
domination by one country or group of countries over 
another, but a voluntary association of free States 
working in completely equal partnership. The enemy's 
whole system, on the other hand, as his foul deeds have 
confirmed, is the sheer negation of that ideal. 

Ihe new world for which the Allies and America are 
striving will be. based on ethical principles, on the 
principles of morality which he at the root of Judaism, 
of Christianity, of Islam, and indeed of all religions 
worthy of the name. They are’ equally accepted by 
high-minded men of no religion at all. The new world 
will scout the idolatrous theory of the powerful and 
impeccable State, and refuse to buy or sell justice in the 
interests of Tyranny. It will uphold law between man 
and man and nation and nation, because it will main- 
tain the Jewish concept that Law is one of the three 
pillars of the world, and the Greek philosopher's prin- 
ciple that “man without law is a most unholy wild 
beast.” Its Law will be informed by and administered 
in no spirit of vile discrimination and bestial cruelty, 
but will be governed by understanding, humanity, and 
mercy. It will be strong and enduring, because it will 
inherit the maxim of Mr. Roosevelt's great predecessor, 
Abraham Lincoln-—“ government of the people by the 
people for the people ’-—and carry it out in all the 
affairs of national as well as international life. And 
this, in its turn, will mean a better, a freer, a more 
exalted existence for the common man, whatever his 
origin or station. Thus, a new spirit will breathe over 
the war-desolated nations, and the faded hope of 
human progress, will recover its former authority, 
strengthened because chastened in the fires of noble 
suffering. 

From this hope the Jewish people cannot be excluded 
unless the new world is to prove a will-o’-the-wisp and 
a sham. A_ world living in universal peace cannot 


tolerate within it a bitter injustice against one of lis 
peoples. Freedom and justice must be for all or they 
will be for none; and only the folly of the peace- 
makers—a possibility of which we dare not lose sight— 
will neglect the sovereign significance of that truism. 
Jews, therefore, have a duty to make clear their claims 
upon the attention of Governments and peoples alike. 
Free men in free lands, and trustees for Jewries in bond- 
age, together they can take mutual counsel and keep ever 
to the front the cause of their despoiled and tortured 
brethren, the basic fact that freedom is one and indivis- 
ible, and the significance of that fact for the future of all 
mankind. Perhaps never before has such an oppor- 
tunity presented itself to them, because never before 
has a great struggle been waged so clearly on broad con- 
siderations of morality and right. And in that struggle 
the place of the Jewish claim to the elementary rights 
of a people is crystal clear for all to see. At every 
point the Jewish case is essentially the Allies’ case— 
for justice and freedom. And now the struggle for that 
supreme objective is joined with practical effect also by 
the great nation over which Mr. Roosevelt presides.

Meanwhile, the drama of Queen Esther and her roval 
lover, of the proud Jew Mordecai. who would not bow 
obsequiously betore the murderous Jew-hater. and of the 
trnumph over enemies that came at the eleventh hour, 
continues to cheer and, we hope, to fascinate many of the 


How olten, in the long course of Jewish 
history, has litted up their heart in days of adversity. and 
encouraged: them to resist, who can say?

POLISH-JEWISH RELATIONS 


ADDRESSING a gathering of Jewish journalists last week, 
Professor Gorka, head of ‘the Nationalities Department of 
the Polish Ministry of _Intormation. remarked the

mischievous when as in the case referred to tt is read by 
members of the public who may not have a grain of 
Knowledge of the kind of people who are behind the 
publication Ihe Professor went on to suggest that the 
Jewish Press in particular showed a tendency to give pro- 
minence to even small evidence of anti-Seniitism on the part 
of Poles put to pay far less attention to utterances of a 
pro-Jewish nature by responsible: Polish parties. This was 
scarcely the case when great prominence was given in these 
columns to the formal official promises of a new and better 
time for the Jews in the resurrected Polish State-—-promises 
which were warmly appreciated in editorials which followed 
their promulgation. Over a Jong series of years. and even 
during the time of Jewish oppression in Poland, this paper 
has sincerely and consistently proclaimed its friendship, and 
that of all Jews, for the Polish people. Peace and justice 
are all that have been asked. Indeed, Jews would be the last 
people to create quarrels and provoke differences by stress- 
ing the objectionable and ignoring the favourable features 
in Polish-Jewish relations. They have enough troubles on 
their hands without exciting unnecessary disputes. 


UNITY “AD ABSURDUM” 


PROFESSOR GORKA took up one point made by critics, to 
wit the presence in the Polish Government in exile of repre- 
sentatives of Polish elements avowedly and sometimes 
brutally hostile to Jews. His line of argument was that the 
present Government was one of national unity, in which, 
therefore, all the most important political parties, including 
the anti-Semites, were represented. But if some respect had 
to be paid to the principle of unity, could not the presence 
of representatives of anti-Semitic parties on the deliberative 
body be deemed sufficient without putting them into the 
Government, from which vantage ground they may exert 
what may prove a baleful influence on Polish-Jewish pros- 
pects in the critical post-war negotiations? It must also 
be obvious that a Government fighting alongside the Allies 
above all for the principle of freedom and against the 
hideous doctrines of racialism tends to place itself in a false 
position if it elevates the representatives of anti-Semitic 
parties to responsible Government posts. The effect of 
doing so upon British sentiment is a matter of much greater 
moment than the possibility of what the Nazi Press would 
say if the anti-Semitic representatives were not given 
Ministerial rank, 


BRITAIN’S EXAMPLE ' 


Tne: Professor's further contention that no member of the 
Government or politically responsible Polish exile has ever 
uttered anything of an anti-Jewish character is a little 
difficult to understand. Are we to suppose that the repre- 
sentatives of the anti-Semitic groups have either seen the 
light and realised the iniquitous folly of anti-Semitism or 
are diplomatically holding their peace? Professor Gorka’s 
further statements concerning the much-discussed post-war 
emigration of Polish Jews were indeed satisfactory. But 
perhaps the best point in his speech was his reference to 
the influence of the example of British free institutions on 
the Poles who have found haven here. One can only hope 
that that influence will continue for many, Many years to 
come. for a Poland relapsing into anti-Jewish barbarism 
would be a sad requital for Britain's help and a running 
sore in the new Europe. 


AMERICAN JEWS CLOSE THEIR RANKS 


lute warmest congratulations are deserved by the three 
constituent bodies of the American United Jewish Appeal on 
the settlement of their recent differences. Their dispute was 
concerned with the allocation of the tunds raised. But, 
being a question not of far-reaching principle but of 
method, good sense found, with not too much delay, an 
accommodation acceptable to all parties. The tissue pro- 
vides a very welcome indication of a sense of public duty 
and an appreciation of the need for unity. As such it 
conforms with the wishes of American Jewry as a whole, 
It will give renewed confidence and strength to that great 
community, destined to play a momentous part in the 
evolution of Jewish destinies. Let us hope that the example 
of responsible direction and administration thus offered will 
not be lost on Jews elsewhere. In America at least they are 
not, it would seem. to be given the depressing experience 
of Zionists bidding against other bodies for the communal 
favours, 


A SOCIAL CHEREM? 


Now and again there occur unsavoury court cases in 
which Jews figure to their discredit, and which evoke in the 
majority of Jewish hearts a mingled repulsion and anger 
Viewed in proportion to the general mass of wrong-doing, 
such cases are, in point of ‘fact, cOmMparatively. infrequent. 
But as Jews know to their cost, and as they increasingly 
realise. what is actually rare beconies frequent and even 
continuous in the eves of “Gentile observers saturated with 
centuries of inherited prejudice. So, because ef a propor- 
tionately very few black sheep, all Jews are branded 
irreclaimably black. It is illogical. It ts grotesque. But it 
is the way the mass mind works. It is a constant feature in 
Jewish life. in a-world never yet governed by logic. A 
correspondent this week, the Rev. Aron Cohen, moved by 
the damage thus done. suggests the revival of the Cherem 
against malefactors. He suggests its use not as a weapon in 
the hands of a rabbimecal hierarchy but, as originally meant, 
“for a vigorous and salutary purgation.” Any Jew, he 
writes, who besmirches the good name of his people must 
be made a pariah in the Community, an outcast suffering 
complete. social ostracism. other 
boycott,

THE MENACE OF MATERIALISM 


Mucn can be said for this proposal, which, of course, is 
not im any case new. It would teach a stern lesson to those 
who, in such matters, flaunt their brazenness in contempt 
of public opinion. Extended to the bestowal of synagogue 
honours, i would, by example, invigorate the public’s social 
conscience. Better still, the refusal of Jewish burial to 
culprits would, carefully exercised, be likely to effect a 
wholesome restraint, at any rate in some instances. Best 
of all, however, would be the reawakened power of 
Judaism, in its purest expression, over communal life——the 
destruction of that materialism which is at the root of more 
of the moral lapses of Jews and Gentiles alike than any 
other quality, and is a more withering influence on life and 
character than most of the evils which writers denounce 
and against which the pulpits thunder. 


LEADERS AT ODDS 


STRANGE to say, in these perilous times, there have been 
disturbing signs that behind the outward facade of com- 
munal harmony all is very far from comradely unity. One 
mentions this fact with reluctance, but it is idle to pretend, 
and to cry peace when there is no peace. Largely these 
differences are generated by personal antagonisms. In part, 
too, they arise from the incurable hatred of compromise— 
sure mark of a politically immature community—and the 
determination to have all or nothing. And to an even 
greater degree the cause is to be found in the fact that office 
IS too often assumed without appreciation of the work and 
responsibilities it should involve, or with too litthe appre- 
ciation of the possibility of conflicting “ loyalties ” which 
must lead to bitterness and failure. All this means friction, 
waste of effort, discouragement, and, in general, a heavy 
drag upon the communal machinery. At bottom it often 
springs from egotism unsuspected by the person concerned. 
It is a bad mark against our capacity for providing leader- 
ship as well as against our discrimination. The Jews of 
this country ask of those in control of their affairs only a 
sober regard for the general weal. If the rank and file find 
nothing but a disposition on the part of executive officers, 
in the pursuit of their individual purposes, to quarrel and 
to obstruct their opposite numbers, then they will, all of 
them, feel justified in going their own way and in disregard- 
ing and abandoning all communal responsibility. Is_ this 
the state of affairs that the cantankerous disputants want to 
see m these present precarious times?

MANCHESTER BURIAL BOARD'S 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


London Institutions to Help 


» [From our Correspondent) 


The Manchester Communal Burial Board has for a long time 
arranged the funerals of local Jews and Jewesses who have not 
been members of any Synagogue or Jewish Burial Society. 
Recently new types of cases have been brought to the Board. 
Several deaths have occurred of refugees from the Continent and, 
latterly, a number of Jewish evacuces from London and other 
bombed areas have died in various parts of Lancashire where no 
Jewish community exists. The local hospital or police author- 
ties have contacted the Manchester Board, who have invariably 
carried out the burial at Manchester Jewish cemeteries with the 
minimum of delay. : 

The possibility of “recouping some of the expenses involved 
from the families of the deceased evacuees is rare, and it is 
therefore felt by the Manchester Jewish authorities that at least 

rt of these charges should be met by London Jewry or British 


The matter has been taken up with the Board of Deputies, the 
United Syna and the Federation of Synagogues, and it is 
understood that an arrangement has been reached whereby these 
London institutions will contribute towards the expenses. 
bulk of the cost, however will have to be met by the Manchester 
Burial Board.

ANGLO-JEWRY’S SURVIVAL 


Prof. Brodetsky Addresses Liverpool 
Meeting 


(From our Correspondent) 


king at a meeting of representatives of Liverpool 
Jewish institutions at the Synagogue Annexe, Princes Road, 
last week, Professor S. Brodetsky said that if the 
Community did not respond adequately now to the Board 
of Deputies’ Appeal it would not be possible for Anglo- 
Jewry to survive. 
The dispersion of the children meant that Jewish education 
must be organised on new lines if they were not to be lost to 
Judaism. Jewish defence still required constant and vigilant 
attention. The evacuation, in some cases to places that had 
not previously known Jews, brought problems that called for 
tact and guidance. All these and other questions could only 
be handled if they were faced courageously, and if adequate 
unds were made available. Professor Brodetsky denied the 
suggestion made in some quarters that there was a clash 
between this appeal and that of the Keren Hayesod, and said 
that both were essential and complementary to each other. 
Mr. B. B. Benas, J.P... Rabbis Unterman and Lehrman, the 
Rev. L. Phillips, and Messrs. S. Samuels and J. Olswang also 
spoke. At the suggestion of Dr. I. J. Lipkin, who presided, 
a committee was formed, with Dr. Lipkin as Chairman, Mr. A. 
Davidson, Treasurer, and Miss Skitten, Acting ‘Hon. Secretary. 


MERSEYSIDE KEREN HAYESOD 
CAMPAIGN 


The Merseyside campaign on behalf of the Keren 
Hayesod Appeal was inaugurated last week at a luncheon 
in the Adelphi Hotel, where the Marchioness of Reading 
and Mr. Leib Jaffe were the guests of honour, and the 
Chairman was Mr. S. Samuels. 

Rabbi I. J. Unterman welcomed the guests, 

Mr. Leib Jaffe said that with the practical successes already 
achieved in Eretz Yisrac! dreams had become reality, and the 
reality become a legend. The reception of the Keren Hayesod 
Appeal in England showed that even amid the roar of planes 
and the crash of bombs English Jews could raise their cyes to 
the message of freedom and light. 

Lady Reading assured those who hesitated to join in the 
work for Palestine at this time that the Government were fully 
in favour of work for the Keren Hayesod. In the last war, 
when Allenby conquered Palestine, he had been able to obtain 
no assistance in that country for his army. To-day the postion 
was entirely different. General Wavell had the benefit of 
Jewish achievement in the past 20 years: he had the modern 
ports of Haifa and Tel-Aviv, and an agriculture and industry 
that supplied many of his needs. The 7,500 Palestinian Jewish 
soldiers serving with the armies in the East and Greece had 
won high praise for their good work, and many more thousands 
were waiting the opportunity to serve. * 

It was announced that the preliminary list of Merseyside 
donations already totalled £1,500. 


WOMEN’S WORK FOR MANY CAUSES 


The annual report of the Liverpool Jewish Women’s Personal 
Service Guild tor the year shows a good record of work for 
both Jewish and non-Jewish causes. 

Depots were held for the Finland Fund, Merseyside 
Hospitals’ Council, and Poppy Day; house-to-house collections 
were made for Alexandra Rose Day and the Waifs’ and Strays’ 
Society; £50 was sent to the Women’s Hospital, and a sub- 
stantial cheque to the Cancer Fund: a cake stall was held at 
the bazaar for refugees at. Greenbank Drive Synagoguc: and 
the Guild took part in the amalgamated effort to raise moncy 
for a mobile canteen for the Red Cross Society. A combined 
effort with the ladies of Southport enabled a large quantity of 
comforts for the Forces to be purchased; money was also 
raised for this purpose by private efforts and knitting socicties 
have been assisted to buy wool. The Guild co-operates con- 
tinuously with the Board of Guardians. The executive has 
been re-ciected. 


OXFORD GIVES £1,000 TO KEREN 
HAYESOD 


(from our Correspondent] 


Over £1,000 was subscribed when the Keren Hayesod cam- 
paign was launched at Oxford last Sunday by Lady Reading, 
Mr. T. Koliek of Palestine, and Mr. Walter Ettinghausen, at a 
reception, held at the house of Dr. and Mrs. |. Berenblum, and 
a public meeting at the Randolph Hotel. 

Mr. Kollek spoke at the reception of the war effort in 
Palestine, of the anxicty of the Jews to serve in the Forces. and 
of how the industry and agriculture of the country were placed 
at the disposal of the Army. 

Lady Reading said they had now an opportunity to build a 
Strong stable Palestine for uprooted and scattered European 
Jewry. Mr. Walter Ettinghausen, who was granted leave from 
the Army to attend, also spoke; and Mr. Cecil Roth moved a 
vote of thanks to the speakers, during which he said that 
Zionism had shown that but for Palestine the Jewish morale 
would have broken down at the present time. 

At the public meeting, over which Dr. Berenblum presided, 
Rabbi Dr. Daiches said that the Jews and the British were 
fighting in the same cause—Right, Justice, and Human Brother- 
hood, which had their origin in Palestine. England had proved 
Israel's greatest spiritual ally, and it was no accident that 
Palestine was allied to Britain. 


KASHRUT AT OXFORD 


[From a Correspondent] 


Now that the Oxford Jewish Community, believed to number 
about 5,000, is assured of a regular supply of Kasher meat, 
appreciation is being widely expressed of the publicity given 
to the matter in THe Jewish Curonicie. The Hon. Officers 
of the Congregation and the Minister. the Rev. J. Weinberg, 
approachéd one of Oxford's leading non-Jewish butchers, Mr. 
R. A. Butterfield, a warm friend of the Jews, who took the 
matter up with the Regional Food Commissioners and, in spite 
of many difficulties, finally obtained official consent for the 
slaughtering of a small number of animals each week at the 
Oxford City abattoir by Shochetim. Oxford Jewry's response 
has been gratifying—there have already been 1,000 registrations 
at Mr. Butterfield’s establishment in the Central Market, part 


of which he has partitioned off as a Kasher butcher shop, with 
a Jewish supervisor. 


LEEDS FEDERATION MOVEMENT 
Criticism at Chapeltown

Presiding at the annual meeting of the Chapeltown Con- 


gregation, Mr. I. Walsh said he was glad there was such a 
large attendance. But he deplored the meagre attendance at 
the Sabbath services, and asked for support of the Synagogue 
and also of the Hebrew School, where more than 100 children 
were receiving education under the Rev. L. H. Hardman and 
his staff.

Sneak Spy Caesar

For eight years before the war Hans Caesar was a stone 
dealer in Birmingham and was the friend and confidant of 
many people in the jewellery trade, which includes such well 
known firms as Ellis Shortt and Co., Nathan Bros., Harman 
Bros., and G. L. Joseph. Caesar is described as a blonde young 
Teuton, of pleasant personality and impressive physique. He 
ran a large car and it is said spent far more money than his 
circumstances appeared to warrant. He had a wide circle of 
friends and knew and was known by many people in influential 
and well-informed circles, etc. 

A little while before the war, Caesar disappeared. Mr. 
Leese’s story continues: “ For a year and a half nothing was 
heard of him and then on a certain morning people listening 
to the 7.30 broadeast in English from Munich heard a swagger- 
ine reference to the damaging German air raids on Birmingham. 
Their success, said the announcer, and the signal accuracy of 
their bombing of military objectives was due largely to the 
work of their good friend Caesar, who had led the main attack 
and knew the city and its environs in the greatest detail” 

So, as Mr. Leese concludes, this arrogant young Nazi enjoyed 
hospitality in Birmingham and was in fact “ shrewdly, 
industriously, cold-bloodedlv enginecring murder and des- 
truction.”” 

And still there are fools who scream and howl when a brilliant 
expert on international affairs like Sir Robert Vansittart warns 
the world that treachery, fraud, and cruelty are the essence 
of the Teutonic culture which has flowered in the Nazi nation. 

A German can not be trusted.

A MINISTRY OF HEALTH OFFICIAL 
Blunt Speech at Blackpool 


[From our Correspondent] 


“You are, and must be a race apart. You are treated 
everywhere as foreigners and strangers. The Jew can 
be neither got rid of nor absorbed.” So a large audience 
of members of Blackpool United Hebrew Congregation, 
Government and self-evacuated Londoners were told on 
Sunday at R. H. O. Hills Café, Bank Hey Street, at a public 
meeting addressed by Miss Kathlyn M. Royston, Regional 
Welfare Officer of the Ministry of Health. 

Hitler, she said, and the Fascists desired to achieve the unifi- 
cation of Europe, and Hitler, with his genius, had realised 
that for this purpose the Jew must be got rid of. “~ It is the 
effect of the Jewish consciousness that Hitler fears,” she said. 

The speaker gave first what she described as “ a general back- 
ground of the world to-day, as I see it,” in which she declared 
that “ the European mind has a str inhibition against the 
Jew,” later remarking that this same “ European mind” can- 
not give rational attention to the Jewish problem. The religion 
of the ancient Romans was a religion of the State; that of 
the ancient Greeks an amplification of the ancient myths. 
“ Your religion is your life, your way of life.” 

re was evidence during the meeting of some resentment on 
the part of the audience. 

The speaker then remarked that “on the welfare side I want 
you to be responsible for your own people,” although she 
agreed that this would be a huge burden on a hundred Black- 
— Jewish families, there being now many thousands of 
ewish evacuees in the district. “If you prepare your plans 
for hostels and kitchens we will accept them.” ollowed a 
lecture on behaviour with such phrases as “ You must be very 


careful I'm conscious, as I was in Germany, of 
feeling against the Jews “-——“ Fascism is getting a hold. 

The Rev. H. Swift said he felt antipathy to some of 
speaker's remarks. He did not believe that religion was 
motive for the persecution of the Jew in Germany. Messrs. 


Oster, J. Sacks, Williams, and others spoke. 
Mrs. Owens (who has charge of an evacuce hostel under the 
LCC.) sw ed that the Community might well

PASSOVER PROVISION FOR EIGHT 
THOUSAND 


Evacuees Committee’s Giant Task 


The Passover Committee for Evacuees this year is faced with 
the somewhat staggering task of making sure that 8,500 Jewish 
child evacuees who would otherwise be unable to observe 
Passover this year, shall be properly catered for during the 
days of the Festival. 

The work of organising the supply of Passover fare for this 
huge and scattered “ family ” is complicated enough in itself, 
But it is rendered even more difficult because financial exigencies 
compel the Commitice to employ every possible economy 
irrespective of how much more complex it may render the 
arrangements. 

Collaboration with the Kasher Canteen Committee has of 
course been of considerable help and some of. the Communities 
in the reception areas where the number of unaccompanied 
refugee children is small have offered the fullest assistance. But 
when-all this is reckoned in, the number of children left: to be 
provided for is formidable. 

The Chairman of the Committee, Mr. D. Goldblatt, has 
thrown himself unsparingly into the task, determined that the 
Community shall face up to tts responsibility in this matter, 
He has worked tirelessly to extract from the Community the 
comparatively trifling sum—-he. has computed it amounts to 
Sd. per head of London Jewry—necessary for the work. And 
it must be remembered that what he ts seeking—or rather 
demanding, for Mr. Goldblatt rightly places this work in the 
categorical imperative-—-is for the Jews of Britain to be able 
to declare that no single Jewish child was this year neglected 
and left without the means of observing this Passover. 

Mr. Goldblatt promises that he and his Committee will do 
their part. And there is not the slightest doubt that his piedge 
will be made good. The rest depends on the Community. If 
their Judaism means to them what they say it does, they will 
not forget to send--and send quickly—a contribution to The 
Passover Committee for Evacuees, Woburn House, Upper 
Woburn Place, W.C.1. 

It is one of the ironies of the situation that the cost of this 
work is the greater, the slower the funds come im. Had Mr 
Goldblatt been able to proceed with adequate funds from the 
beginning of this year’s arrangements, he would have been able 
to save a quite appreciable amount.

| asked the Polish Research Centre to go into the matter 
and to give me the details concerning the allotment of scholar- 
ships and the placing of students at British Universities.. | have 
just received the requested information, which ts:as follows: 

The Centre has helped 35 students to date, of whom six were 
Jewish. Thus about one-seventh of the students are Jewish 
Ihe Research Centre adds: There have been many other 
Jewish students who, like the others, have been given advice 
about courses of study, examinations, and English lessons, 

On my part | would like to add that the orders of the Polish 
Commander-in-Chief do not permit students to compiete their 
studies. It is a general rule that studies cannot be made a 
ground for postponement of military service, It ts only in very 
exceptional cases of scientists and research workers that this 
postponement is granted. This rule applies to both Jews and 
non-Jews 

fhe Polish Research Centre ts doing good work here helping 
Polish citizens, and doing so—as the figures above given to me 
indicate—irrespective of faith or creed.

THE SCHWEICH LECTURES 
Historical Treatment of Book of Isaiah 


Ihe Schweich Lectures for 1940, delayed owing to the inability 
of a foreign scholar to give them as arranged in that year, 
were delivered last week by Professor Sidney Smith, of. the 
Institute of Archeology. The subject, “Isaiah, chapters 40—‘S: 
Literary Criticism and History,” was treated from the historical 
point ol view. 

[he first lecture was an account of the criticism of the text 
and of the literary torm of the chapters during the last 30 
years. Critical methods have produced some editions of the 
text in which metrical theories, and the desire to produce 
strophes,”’ led to extravagant emendation and = excision; 
there has been a general reaction from this. Literary analysis, 
abandoning the principles ot “ book criticism,”’ has divided 
these chapters into a series of short units; and allotted each 
unit to a “type.” But no ‘general agreement has ever been 
reached and the “type” labels have not proved instructive, 
because the formal criteria are not sufficient. The solid results 
of criticism have been that this section of the book of Isaiah is 
generally accepted as being all, or nearly all, from one hand, 
and written between 547 B.c.E. and $38. 

[he second lecture dealt with the history of the years 556 
to 538. It was now known fiom cuneiform documents that the 
last king of Babylon conquered the oasis of Teima and stayed 
there some nine years or more. The Greek historians, though 
apparently unaware of this incident, were aware that Cyrus con- 
quered Syria and Palestine, and established guest-friendship 
with Arab tribes lying between Palestine and Egypt, before he 
captured Babylon. 

In the third lecture some obscure passages in these chapters, 
previously considered corrupt or as connected with vague 
eschatological beliefs, were treated as sources for history, and 
it was suggested that to a contemporary observer the references 
to the Lord as a God of war, and to the way through the desert, 
would be understood not, as has been thought, of the home- 
coming of the exiles, but of the Persian campaign which drove 
the Babylonians from Arabia,

and pressing matter. Its solution lies in the hands of those with a sense of 
responsibility and an understanding of the Jewish position.

Box ’”’ strongholds. There, too, there has been a lamentable decline in box income, 
through the same causes.

‘We want to set up box-clearine co:imittees in all 
the new Jewish centres, and your co-operation will be invaluable.

BIBLICAL HEALTH LAWS 


One cannot reiterate too many times how 
extraordinarily prescient were the leaders of 
the ancient Hebrews, our forefathers. The 
Bible ts full of precepts and practices which, 
set down thousands of years ago, are as 
valid to-day as they were then. Time after 
time, modern discoveries and modern 
science therely bear out afresh truths that 
were known to and practised by the Jews 
of Biblical days. It is very pleasant to 
see these truths acknowledged by eminent 
non-Jewish authorities from time to time. 
and the latest I have seen is a statement 
by Lick®.-Colonel F. C. Temple, C.LE., 
M.Inst.C.E., M.L.Mech.E. in the 
course of a lecture he delivered recently 
before the Royal Society of Arts in Lon- 
don, and published in the Socicty’s Journal. 
He was speaking on “The Municipal 
Manufacture of Humus from Habitation 
Wastes,” and at one point he said: 

“ Man's knowledge of the proper disposal, 
by utilisation, of waste products, and its 
influence on water and food supply, has devel- 
oped gent though some of the earliest known 
public health acts, namely, the Biblical books 
of Numbers and Deuteronomy, give some regu-

to the time when we can put 
away any of the warm extra 
clothes we have been forced to 
wear during the winter. And 
“ undies ” are things that you can 
make yourself both satisfactorily 
and easily. Even if you have not 
the use of a sewing machine be- 
cause you are away from home, 
you can manage the seams by hand, 
and really they should be all the 
better for that. Years ago most girls 
prided themselves on the possession 
on handstitched underclothes, and 
used to put hours of work 
into embroidery and veining as 
trimming. To-day we are all far 
too .busy to think of any such 
thing, but even for the most 
occupied war worker a time set 
aside cach day for quiet stitching 
can be a valuable form of relaxa- 
tion, and a profitable one too. 
Patterns are readily obtainable, 
and materials such as Sparva tor 
everyday wear, or any of the 
Courtauld’s tested fabrics for best, 
can still be bought easily. 

You should choose a plain tailored pattern 
for cami-knicks, or for a slip and knicks af 
you prefer «. The trimming ts a matter en- 
tircly for the individual chowe but there ts 
a lot to be said for keeping the sets as plain 
as possible, especially when you have to rely 
on not too careful washing and troning. Strong 
lace, of the kind that used to be called insertion 
lace, sewn on flat to the edge wears excellently 
and is inexpensive. Or you can simply sew 
in minute stitches a tiny hem, or roll 

if vou choose a cotton mercerimsed fabric for 
your everyday set, make tt mm as gay a pattern 
is you can find, and tinish it with the insertion 
lace, which vou can whip on, having first 
rolled the edee of the material, and then over- 
wwn the rolled edge agamst the lace on the 
wrong side 


Iry Hemstitching 


If you can spare the treme and like it, try 
velmnine or hemstitching, which is not difficult 
to do, and imvolves the use merely of a tew 
balls of medium sviko im the same tone as 
your material You must cut strips of the 
material, told them with the two cdges mwards, 
and tack them on to newspaper through the 
folded edges Then tack the newspaper on 
to the rolled edge of your garment at the dis- 
tance from «ut whick you determine for the 
depth of the hemstitching fhe preparation 
for this strtch more arduous than the aciual 
work self. which is merely ordinary hem- 
stitching mea backward stich Ike that done

Mr. Walker was in 
the plant department at Waddesdon Manor 
at the time when Mafeking was relieved 
during the Boer War. He recalls that the 
gardening statl was so large at that time 
that two football teams were recruited from 
those working in the glass alone.

SHELTER ENTERTAINMENT 
A number of excellent amateur variety 
shows have been put on in an East London 
shelter by a completely Jewish cast.

coat, as it ts less heavy than a hem, and seems 
to mould self more casily to your outer skirt 
If you wear slacks, you will need only a pai 
of trunk knickers to wear under them, and 
these can be of white cambric untrimmed, and 
sewn by hand throughout

THE END OF THE LOAF 


It is not always easy to gauge the exact 
amount of bread the family ts going to eat, 
especially in these days when in many dis- 
tricts the baker does not deliver every day. 
Here are some suggestions for using stale 
bread—not a fraction even of crust should 
ever be wasted. The crusts should be dried 
in a cool oven then put through the mincer, 
roll if necessary with a rolling pin and store 
in an air tight tin. Use these for coating 
rissoles and cutlets, or to sprinkle on top 
of a fish or vegetable pie. 


Bread Fritters (1) 


Cur slices of bread about } inch thick and 
cut into fingers, Beat up an egg with a 
gill of milk or water and quickly dip the 
bread in this on both sides, drain well and 
fry a golden brown on both sides. Serve 
spread with hot jam or sprinkled with sugar 
and ground cinnamon. If preferred, these 
can be baked in a hot oven, but the oven 
must be hot—-about 450° because the centres 
should remain soft. 


Bread Fritters (2) 


Soak } 1b. stale bread in water, squeeze 
very dry in a cloth, beat up with a fork. 
Make a fritter batter, let stand at least an 
hour. then add the bread, and a teaspoon- 
ful of sugar. Fry in spoonfuls in deep tat 
or oi! till a golden brown on both sides. 
Serve at once sprinkled with sugar and hand 
jam separately. 

For the batter: (1) Steve 407. flour with 
a pinch of salt into a basin, make a hole in 
the centre and pour in gradually one table- 
spoonful olive oil and a gill of tepid water. 
Mix smoothly, beat well and let stand at least 
an hour before using. Then fold in the 
stiffly whipped white of an egg. 

(2) Sieve 4.07. flour with a pinch of salt 
into a basin, make a hole in the centre, drop 
in an ege and a little milk. Mix smoothly, 
beat well, then add the rest of {- pt. milk, 
beat tll full of air bubbles and let stand at 
least an hour before using. 


Bread Fritters (3) 


Cut some thin slices of stale bread, sand- 
wich together with jam and cut into 
triangles. Dip in frying batter and try a 
golden brown. Serve very hot. 


Honey Fingers 


Cur some thick slices of bread into finvers 
and dip lightly in milk. Grill on one side 
till lightly browned, then spread the other 
side with honey, sprinkle with desiccated 
coconut or chopped nuts, return to the grill 
and cook this side to a golden brown. 


Savoury Bread Pudding 


User about | lb, cooked vegetables, a mix- 
ture Ol any available (carrots, turnips, arti- 
chokes, swedes, parsnips, etc.) and } pt. thin 
white sauce made with half milk ‘and halt 
vegetable water. lo this add a tablespoon- 
ful chopped parsley. Put a layer of bread- 
crumbs in the bottom of a greased dish, 
then a laver of vegetables covered with ha'f 
the sauce which should be liberally seasoned 
with salt and pepper, then another laver of 
breadcrumbs, covered with the remaining 
vegetables and sauce, Cut some neat thin 
Shees of bread, dip in milk, and cover the 
pie with them. Cook in a moderate oven 
till hot through and well browned.

The name of Nahalal is already closely associated with that 
of Canadian Hadassah, as the Canadian Hadassah Agricultural 
Training School for Girls is situated there. 

Canadian Hadassah has also forwarded a contribution ‘of 
$6,000 to the Canadian Red Cross Society. for the equipment 
of a %0-bed ward in the Canadian Hospital in England for 
Canadian soldiers 

At the tenth National Convention of Canadian Hadassah, held 
in Montreal recently, Mrs. A. Raginsky, of Montreal, was 
clected President. 


AMERICAN JUNIOR HADASSAH 
Maximum Aid for Britain and Allies Asked For 


“ Unqualitied endorsement and complete support” of the 
policy of extending maximum American aid to Great Britain 
and its alhes was pledged recently by 300 delegates repre- 
senting 20,000 members of Junior Hadassah, the Young Women’s 
Jionist Organisation of America, at a national activity con- 
ference in New York 

Ihe resolution endorsing American aid to Britain also praised 
the Jews of Palestine for providing 8,000 volunteers tor the 
British fighting forces and for mobilising the country’s agri- 
cultural, technical, and imdustrial resources for the war effort. 
It expressed “ profound regret,’ however, that “* notwithstanding 
the British change of policy with the advent of Mr. Churchill 
as Prime Minister, the White Paper policy restricting Jewish 
immigration and ltand purchase by Jews in Palestine is still 
being adhered to by the Palestine Administration.” The reso- 
lution appealed to His Majesty's Government to end this 
injustice to the Jewish people by opening the-gates of Pales- 
tine to Jewish relurecs. 

Ihe conterence was called to devise methods of enlisting 
“all Jewish youth “ of America in strengthening Palestine for 
ts war emergency cilort, and to’ plan ways of spreading a 
programme ot education on American domestic and forcign 
problems Miss Ernestine Kirschner, of New York, National 
Secretary of Jumor Hadassah, was Chairman of the cenference 

Jumor fladassah, which has 268 branches throughout the 
United States, raises close on $120,000 a year to support educa- 
tion, social service, mmmigration, and = settlement projects tor 
youth m Palestine and conducts an education programme in 
the United States 


A LONG-RANGE PROGRAMME 
3,000,000 Jews for Palestine in 20 Years 


A programme to bring to Palestine at least 3,000,000 
Jewish refugees in the next 20 vears, proposed by Mr. I. M. 
Siefl, of London, was endorsed by 800 persons attending 
an Emergency Conterence for Palestine, held at the Hotel 
Statler in Boston, U.S.A... recently, to launch the Regional 
Campaign of the United Palestine Appeal. 

New England Jews were asked to allocate to the United 
Palestine Appeal at least SO per cent. of all funds ratsed 
locally tor overseas and refuece necds 

Ihe Conference urged Great Britain and Mr: Winston 
Churchill to abrogate the White Paper policy, with ts restric- 
tions on Jewish mmmigration and land purchase, which was. still 
being adhered to bv the Palestine Administration 

Ihe speeds development of Palestine, to absorb the vast 
post-war migration which would take place regardless of who 
won the war.’ was urged by Mr. James G. McDonald, Chair- 
man of President Roosevelts Advisory Committee on Political 
Refugees 


‘GREAT BRITAIN AND PALESTINE” 
City Literary Institute Lectures 


The first of a course of six public lectures on “ Great 
Britain and Palestine’. was given last week at the City 
Literary Institute, Drury Lane. Mr. Leon Simon, C.B.., 
spoke on “ The Origin of British Rule in Palestine.” Dr. 
bh Davis presided 

Mr. Simon summarised the historical, geographical, and 
religious importance of Palestine, and said that while the 
country had for centurtes mterested the civilised world, the 
interest of Great Britain had been the strongest and. most 
abiding. In recent vears, Palestine’s place in imperial defence 
had compelled political attention, but there was an older and 
tronger association through the British people's attachment to 
the Bible and interest in the people of the Bible. 

As early as the 1840's, Tue Times had written of the Jewish 
return to Palestine as “no longer a mere matter of specula- 
tion, but a serious political consideration,” and Lord Shattes- 
bury, Laurence Oliphant, Edward Cazalet, and George Ehot, 
during the last century were enthusiasts for the Jewish revival. 
But not till late in the century did Jewish effort begin to 
achieve the success in Palestine which enabled. British sym- 
pathy to grow to its climax in the Balfour Declaration. 

Fhe Declaration of purpose and necessity left vague the con- 
ception of “ National Home.’ But even then it was cleat 
that the Jews were to live in the land “of mght and not on 
sufferanee,”” were to organise their own local institutions, and to 
arrange their own cultural life. As a result of Jewish demand 
as well as for reasons connected with her own strategical 
interests. Britain later undertook the Mandate as a trusteeship 
for a people not yet in the country. = 

“Our position now in this war,” said Mr. Simon, “% ts 
difficult: in the Near East owing to the fall of France and 
the loss of Svria. but would be ten times more difficult 1f 
Britain were not sure of Palestine.’ Britain could not. possibly 
have secured the safety of the Suez Canal zone without 
Palestine. 

Other solutions than the one in the end adopted for the 
government of Palestine had been canvassed before the Peace 
settlement. But the genuine sympathy for the Jewish people 
in Great Britain turned the scale. Britain's acceptance of the 
Mandate accorded both with the humane temper of the British 
people and with the traditional place of Britain on the side of 
the smaller nations. British motives were certainly not purely 
altruistic, but it was equally untrue to say that the Zionist 
movement had been a catspaw in British imperial ambitions. 
The acceptance of the government of Palestine by Great Britain 
was an act of enlightened and humane selfishness. 


J.N.F. BUYS LAND FOR INDIVIDUALS 
Co-operation of National and Private Capital 


The Jewish National Fund has recently launched a Joint 
d Purchase Scheme which opens to individual Jews oppor- 
tunities to buy land in Palestine under advantageous condi- 
tions. Through this scheme the J.N.F., in buying land for 
national settlement, admits individuals as participants on equal 
terms. Thus the individual has the benefit of the wholesale 
buying and the expert knowledge of the J.N-F., the Jargest 
land-owner in Palestine. A special feature of the scheme for 
the purchaser is a guarantee against loss. Land in Palestine. 
states the J.N.F., offers an indestructible asset and the terms of 
the agreement render it a non-depreciable security 
Under this scheme, considerable areas of land have already 
been purchased by the F. 5,000 dunams in Wadi Kaban, 
adjoining the important areca of Emek Hefer, 1,100 dunams near 
the Mediterranean coast, adjoining Nathanya, and 1,500 dunams 
near Kadimah, not far from the Tel-Aviv Haifa highway. A 


further tract of 3,000 dugams, which will connect two important 
areas, is now available also. The scheme has been well received 
in many quarters and is looked on as the first practical step 
in co-operation between national and private capital. 


The Keren Kayemeth’s Achievements 


At the celebration recently of the 39th anniversary of the 
Jewish National Fund in Jerusalem, some of its achievements 
were announced. While the 425,000 dunams of land in posses 
sion of the Keren Kayemeth constitute 37 per cent. of The 
entire Jewish land holdings, they provide land for 151 settle 
ments which represent 60 per cent. of all Jewish villages. 

The J.N.F. land is populated by 63,000 individuals, 16,000 
of whom live in urban areas, They produce 60 per cent. of 
Jewish-grown wheat, 6) per cent. of the milk and egg produc- 
tion in the country, and the bulk of the vegetables, grapes, 
and non-citrus fruits. The J.N.F. has planted three million 
trees on the barren hillsides. These forests are now coming 
into use as locations for summer resorts, and to a small degree 
provide for fuel and carpentry usage.

THE WAR SUPPLY BOARD 


Its Functions Defined 


Details of the newly appointed War Supply Board and its 
proposed activities were given in a broadcast from Jeru- 
salem last week by Mr uglas Harris, Chairman of the 
Board. The Board, it will be recalled, was appointed to 
ensure the maximum contribution to the war effort of pro- 
duction in Palestine, and for safeguarding the essential 
needs of the Community. 

Mr. Harris said the Board would assist and supplement 

ivate enterprise by helping to regulate imports, and by 

elping in the maintenance of supplies in the country and the 
co-ordination and expansion of industrial output of Pales- 
tine for maximum production. af 

There was no intention of establishing a munitions industry 
in Palestine, he continued, because of the lack of the necessary 
raw materials in the country and the insuperable difficulties in 
importing machines and tools. Palestine’s contribution had to 
be limited for the time being to the providing of eae and 
enginecring stores in so far as men and machinery were 
available. 

It was one of the functions of the War Supply Board, said 
Mr. Harris, to act as intermediary between the military 
authorities and Palestine industry, with a view to ensuring 
prompt and efficient execution of all orders and of eliminating, 
as far as possible, the profits of middlemen, and of allocating 
raw materials and checking all costs. 

‘One of the major questions confronting the Board was the 
supply of raw material. The Board would endeavour to expedite 


supplics and obtain shipping accommodation, It would also: 


consider, in extreme cases, the temporary provision of necessary 
funds on Government accounts for the purpose of importation. 
In conclusion, Mr Harris said the War Supply Board would 
also co-ordinate the activities of the various authorities, safe- 
sarding the essential needs of the Community, and he appealed 
or the wholchearted co-operation of all interests concerned. 


IMMIGRATION IN 1940 
28 per cent. of Previous Year’s Figure 


It is officially stated in Jerusalem, states Palcor, that 
Jewish immigration into Palestine in the year 1940 num- 
bered 4,547. Of this total, 940 came from Rumania, 878 
from Poland, 791 from Germany and Austria, and 492 
from Cvechoslovakia. The number of Jewish immigrants 
in 1939 was 16.405. . 

The figures for both years, it is pointed out, do not include 
any illegal immigrants who arrived during the period under 
review. 


According to an official statement, 18,175 Jews adopted 
Palestinian nationality during the year 1940 


MAPAI CONFERENCE 


Plea for Unity Within the Party 


A four-day conference of the All-Palestine Mapai (Pales- 
tine Labour Party) was held last week in Jerusaicm. The 
conference was devoted mainly to the problem of doing 
away with separate fractions within the Mapai, reports 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Mr. Berl Katenelson, Palestine Labour leader and editor 
of Davar, made an appeal for greater unity within the party, 
without which it would be impossible, he said, to maintain 
the position of the Jewish workers within the frame of Zionism, 
because the active and creative clements of the Jewish nation 
were concentrated in the Labour Party. 

Mr. David Ben-Gurion President of the Jewish Agency 
Executive, gave a report on the present Zionist position. 

The conference decided to hold party elections within the 
next two months, and in the meantime to entrust the leader- 
ship to a secretariat of nine, consisting of Messrs. Katznelson, 
Moshe Shertok, Kaplan, Ben-Gurion, Remez, Sprinzak, Isracli, 
Kossoi, and FE. Tabenkin. Mr. Tabenkin, however, declined 
to accept office. 


HINT FROM SOUTH AFRICAN ZIONIST 
LEADER 


Mr. Max Kirschner, President of the South African Zionist 
Organisation, has arrived in Palestine for a short visit. 

Kadrossing a Press conference, he said that every agreement 
between the parties could only tend to strengthen the whole 
Zionist movement, and added that this applied with particular 
force to South Africa. 


SOLE JEWISH BUYER OF LAND 
Keren Kayemeth’s Development 


Summarising the development of the Keren Kayemeth 
(Jewish National Fund) in the fortieth year of tts existence 
and at the end of the first year of operation of the new 
land laws. Mr. Granovsky (one of the Fund's Directors). 
speaking in Jerusalem, stated that 33,000 dunams of land 
in all parts of Palestine had been acquired since the en- 
forcement of the law’ He stressed the fact that substantial 
opportunities for the acquisition of land still existed. 

Replying to criticisms of land purchases because of the 
present inadequacy of settlement funds, Mr. Granovsky insisted 
on the essential importance of a land reserve, since land was 
at the present juncture “the most vulnerable sector of the 
national front.” It was necessary, he said, to acquire the maxi- 
mum possible area of land within the limits imposed on them, 
and the paramount importance of land acquisition must render 
it me aang to the influence of other factors whose importance 
varied.

REFUGEES FROM BULGARIA 
Urgent Cases Given Certificates 


Fifty Palestine immigration certificates which were cabled 
to the British Ambassador at Sofia, at the request of the Jewish 
Agency, to be placed at the disposal of the Palestine Office 
there for urgent cases from Bulgaria and Rumania, were 
received in time, it is learned, and were distributed among 

rominent Jewish leaders, who are already on their way to 

alestine, together with a group of fifty Jewish young people. 

A Turkish steamer arrived this week at a Palestinian port 
carrying 44 Jewish immigrants, mostly from Lithuania, who had 
travelled via Russia. Included among them is the Jewish writer, 
Sussmann Segalowicz. 

Two hundred and fifty Polish refugees in possession of immi- 
gration certificates arrived last week in Palestine from Lithuania. 


Effect of Balkan Situation 


“The Balkan situation is going to aggravate the Jewish 
problem for Palestine,” wrote the Dairy Skercn last week. 
* Large numbers of Jews have secretly quit Bulgaria,” the 
journal says, “ One group of 1,000 will shortly reach Istanbul, 
and if rejected there will go on to Haifa. The Turks will refuse 
them landing. Palestine may do the same, to avoid causing 
unrest among the Arabs, now almost pro-British. 

“Thus the old problem crops 9 the paper concludes. 
“We don't want to annoy the Arabs, but want to help the 
Jews.” 


POLISH JEWISH REPRESENTATION 
Executive Elected 


A central representative body for Polish Jewry has been estab- 
lished in Palestine, and has elected an Executive consisting of 
Mr. Itshe Meir Lewin (Agudat Israel), Dr. Moses Kicinbaum 
(General Zionists Group A). Mr. Anselm Reiss (representing 
the Socialist parties), Mr. Leon Levita (General Zionists Group 
B), and Advocate Wahrhafftie (Mizrachi). 

The Executive is co-operating with Dr. I, Schwarzbart, the 
Jewish member of the Polish National Council in London, 
with regard to Jewish and Polish political questions, 


INDUSTRY WITH A FUTURE 
Half-a-Million Dunams of Olives 


When the Agricultural Marketing and Economics Commitice 
of the General Agricultural Council, an advisory body to the 
Government Department of Agriculture, met recently in Jeru- 
salem under the chairmanship of Mr. A. Goldwater, @.B.E., 
it was stated by Mr. Asaph Grasowsky, Chief Horticultural 
Officer, that there were $00,000 dunams of olive groves in 
Palestine as compared with 300,000 dunams of citrus groves. 

Palestinian olives had an oi! content of 47 per cent., said Mi 
Grasowsky, and he predicted a great future for an olive-oil 
industry if properly developed and conducted. 


AXIS STILL WORRYING ABOUT 
PALESTINE’S ECONOMY 


A Rome broadcast in Arabic, says a Jewish Telegraph Agency 
Cairo message, quotes a report in the Arabic newspaper, Et 
Yum, which refers to the reduction in Palestine exports, and 
dtaws the attention of the authorities to “the danger of Jewish 
manufacturers to the products of Syria and the Lebanon.” 

It will be recalled that very recently (as was reported in Tue 
JewitsH CHRONICLE at the time) Italian wireless propaganda was 
quoting the increase in Palestine’s exports as “ proof" of the 
bad economic situation of the country. 


“ LIBERAL” RABBIS DEMAND LEGAL 
STATUS 


A resolution demanding the granting to them of legal statu 
within the Knesset Isracl (Central Organisation of Palestine 
Jewry) has been passed by the Palestine Congress for Progressive 
Judaism. 

Ihe congress, which discussed religious and educational 
problems, was attended by many well-known Rabbis, most of 
them from Germany Addresses were delivered by, among 
others, Protessor Martin Buber, of the Hebrew University, 
Rabbi Moshe Hayim Weiler of South Africa, and Rabbi Dr. 
Zigler, of Karlsbad, 


PIANOFORTE PRODIGY’S SOLO RECITAL 


Fifteen-year-old Yahli Wagman, born in Tel-Aviv, and hailed 
as a pianoforte prodigy has made his appearance as a soloist 
at a Palestine Orchestra concert. Wagman won this privilege 
on being awarded first prize in a pianoforte competition pro- 
moted by the Orchestra among Jewish musicians. He chose 
for his recital a Liszt concerto 

At the same concert, the world premitre was given of a work 
for viola and orchestra by Heinrich Yascoby, Palestinian com- 
poser, who himself appeared as soloist. 


DOG-TRAINING IN PALESTINE 


Dr. and Mrs. Rudolf Menzel have introduced a new pro- 
fession into Palestine, that of professional dog-training, Their 
“ raw material " is the ordinary pariah dog to be Seed in 
the country, but they also train other breeds. Two years ago 
they founded the Palestine Research Institute for Canine 
Psychology and Training. at Kiryat Motzkin, near Haifa, and 
since that time have trained nearly 500 dogs. 

_The Menzels have been connected with Canine Institutes in 
Germany, Russia, and Austria, and have achieved a wide 
reputation. They settled in Palestine in 1928.

Provisional figures received by the Organisation Department 
of the Zionist Executive at Jerusalem show that 325,000 shekalim 
were sold last (non-Congress) year. Only 18 out of 40 
European countries could be canvassed owing to the war. In 
Palestine there were 80,000 shekel-buyers compared with 
50,000 the previous year, and in America the total rose to 
140,000 against 82,000. Of the American total, 88,000 were 
purchased by Hadassah and Junior Hadassah, and the remain- 
ing 50,000 by other Zionist organisations. 

The estimated budget for the Tel-Aviv Municipality for 
1941-42 amounts to £583,000. This exceeds the combined 
total of all the municipalities in Palestine. 

A committce for collecting materials connected with the work 
of the late Vladimir Jabotinsky has been formed in Palestine.

The Keren Hayesod Campaign which was publicly launched on 
the 23rd February has made rapid progress. Reports from all parts 
of the country indicate a great Zionist revival. Jewish Women are 
playing a prominent part in the Campaign and almost everywhere 
special Women's meetings are held simultaneously with the general 
effort. Jewish Youth have adopted the slogan of “‘A WEEK'S SALARY 
OR A WEEK’S WAGES AS A MINIMUM CONTRIBUTION,” and 
they are determined to be worthy of the Jewish pioneers of Palestine. 


TO-DATE £40,000 HAS BEEN RAISED 


ST. ANNES-ON-SEA, BLACKPOOL AND SOUTHPORT: 


These three towns devoted the last week-end to the Keren Hayesod 
and meetings were held and addressed by Mrs. I. M. Sieff, Major 
Victor Cazalet, M.P., and Mr. Rhys Davies, M.P. Mr. H. Weinberg 
presided at a Reception held on Saturday night at St. Annes-on-Sea. 
On Sunday, March 9th, Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone, M.A., presided 
at a public meeting held in Southport. Mr. E. Williamson presided 
at the Blackpgol meeting held on the same evening.

Previously, on Monday, March 3rd, 
Mr. Israel Cohen gave an address to the Jewish students at Armstrong 
College, on ** The Jewish Position: Prospect and Retrospect.’’ Mr, 
Myer Landau presided. Mr. Cohen surveyed the political and economic 
conditions of the Jews in Europe during the past thirty years, described 
the efforts made after the first Great War to secure political equality 
for the Jews in Central and Eastern Europe, and the simultaneous 
endeavours to establish the Jewish National Home. He traced the 
effects of the present war upon the position of the Jewish communities 
on the Continent, and indicated the vital part that Palestine will have 
to play when the war is over. On Thursday, March 6th, Mr. Cohen 
addressed a meeting of the Newcastle ‘‘Daughters of Zion," at the 
Grand Hotel. Mr. Freeman was in the chair. Mr. Cohen related 
the services that had been rendered to the Jewish National Movement 
by a number of distinguished women, both Jewish and Christian, 
whose acquaintance he had made in the course of his travels in 
different countries, and dwelt upon them as excellent examples for 
women in this country to follow. The meeting resolved to raise a 
substantial sum as the Society's contribution to the Keren Hayesod 
Appeal. On Sunday, afternoon March 9th, a public meeting was held 
at the Royal Station Hotel, Newcastle, which was addressed by Mr. 
Barnett Janner, Chairman of the Executive Council of the Zionist 
Federation, and Mr. Israel Cohen. Mr. Lionel Jacobson was in the 
chair. Mr. George Cowan and Mr. Wilkie also spoke, and £1,000 
was raised. ‘This meeting proved important as it initiated a canvassing 
campaign which is promising a substantial increase in the total 
already raised in Newcastle.

ANOTHER GIRLS’ HOSTEL 


Miss Horsbrugh Praises Stepney 
Club’s Facilities 


Following the opening a fortnight ago of the He«tel for 
bombed-out East End girls at the Brady Girls’ Club, a second 
Hostel, at the Stepney Jewish Girls’ (B nai Brith) Club and 
Settlement, Beaumont Grove, E., was officially inaugurated on 
Monday (actually, it has been functioning for some time). 
Miss Florence Horsbrugh, C.B.E.. M.P. (Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary to the Ministry of Health), the Chairman of the 
London Hostels Association, again officiated. 

After the Rev. Ephraim Levine had read some dedicatory 
Psalms, Mrs. James de Rothschild, who presided, in the 
absence of the Club's President, Lady Spiciman, welcomed Miss 
Horsbrugh. She said that instead of there being any curtail- 
ment in the Club's varied activities at the present time, there 
was actually an extension of the work as shown by the large 
attendances at their classes in dressmaking, dramatics, and 
other subjects 

Miss Horsbrugh said that the facilities provided by the Club 
were worthy of the highest praise. The object of the Hostels 
were to provide homes and to counter the possibility of their 
springing up a spirit of vagrancy, through people dodging 
from one shelter to another. The fact that the Hostels were 
not run under direct Government control allowed tor a great 
deal of desirable clasticity in management and organisation 

Other speakers were the Mayor of Stepney (Councillor 
George Chamberlain, J.P.), Mrs. M. Epstein, and the Rev, 
Ephraim Levine, who said the Hostel was open to Jewess and 
non-Jewess alike —proof that they realised that there was no 
sectarianism in the common suffering that was being cxpericnced 
by the dauntiess people of the East End 

Miss Phyllis J. Gerson, the Organising Secretary, informed 
a representative of Tue Jewisn that there will be 
accommodation for 80 girls. from the age of 14, in three 
dormitories, which have been specially reinforced and shored-up 
by the Stepney Borough Council The equipment has been 
mainly provided by the London Hostels Association, but some 
of « has been given by the Canadian Red Cross. The cursine 
is strictly Kasher.

CAREERS ADVICE 


In the House of Commons a very interesting announce 


ment has been made on the question of medical students. 
Professor A. V. Hill and Sir Francis Fremantle brought up 
the question, and the Minister of Health gave details in 
reply of a new scheme through which 20 or 30 British 
medical students who have completed the earlier part of 
their medical education with distinction should be admitted 
to medical schools in the U.S.A. and Canada in order to 
receive their clinical training. 

The scheme is one with important implications § and 
potentialities. There ts more difficulty now m providing the 
necessary clinical training in Britain because of the disturbed 
war conditions, but across the Atlantic, of course, the same 
difficulties do not asise. There is a chance in this scheme 
not just of getting a final training undisturbed but of making 
in addition contacts of the utmost value for the ftuture of 
medical science. 

Scholarships have been generously offered for the scheme by 
the Rockefeller Foundation, to provide for the students’ fees 
and living expenses. The successful students will be chosen by 
a Committee under the chairmanship of Professor J, S. B 
Stopford, the Vice-Chancellor of Manchester University. 

The hope has been expressed that such schemes should be 
instituted for all branches of learning, on a reciprocal basis, 
especially after the war, and there ts no doubt that such a plan 
would be a most significent step forward in education generally.

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Company Meeting 


ARISTON GOLD MINES 
BURDEN OF E.P.T. 


The eleventh ordinary general meeting of Ariston Gold Mines 
(1929), Limited, was held on 7th March, in London, Mr. 
Francis Allen, J.P. (the Chairman), presiding. 

In the course of his review of the operations during the year, 
which had been circulated with the report and accounts, the 
Chairman stated that they had to place the enormous sum of 
£253,000 to taxation reserve, owing to the incidence of Excess 
Profits Tax and increasing income tax. Much had been said 
in regard to E.P.T. of 100 per cent. and, like so many others, 
he still hoped the Chancellor of the Exchequer would modify 
it to some extent even though they were not allowed to use 
any such relief until the war was over. 

The year under review had been by far the best in their 
history and that had only been possible as a result of the large 
amounts expended on the new shaft and the treatment plant 
resulting in the increased tonnage of ore treated, rising to 
23,000 tons for January last, which he hoped would gradually 
be increased to 25,000 tons. It was gratifying to note the sub- 
stantial increase in the ore reserves after allowing for the 
increased tonnage crushed during the year. The ore reserves 
were now nearly six years ahead of the mill, which was a very 
satisfactory position for any mining company to be in, and he 
ventured to think they would continue to increase. 


RESULT OF DEVELOPMENT WORK 


A year or two back they had had but one big orebody, known 
as the Main orebody, but as a result of development work they 
now had what they called No. 2 orebody, which had been 
proved so far to the extent of 448,262 tons, the average grade 
being lower than that of the No. 1 Main orebody, They were 
gradually reducing the ‘grade of the ore treated to average 
between the two. Since the date of both the General Manager's 
and the Technical Adviser's reports, they had had advice from 
the mine that in the Drive North on the seventcenth level, 
which would ultimately pass under the workings of the Broom- 
assie Mine, crosscuts confirmed the existence of what appeared 


_ to be the downward extension of the North Outcrop Orebody. 


That was an important development in new ground and it 
was not unreasonable to hope that other satisfactory discoveries 
of payable ore would be proved on the way to the Broomassic 
Mine Area. That work was not being unduly pressed because 
in present circumstances they must conserve essential mining 
plant and stores owing to the difficulties of securing replace- 
ments and transport, and with the satisfactory position of their 
ore reserves they were not requiring additional orebodies to 
keep up their monthly output. The mine had a great future, 
and had conditions been normal sharcholders would have been 
receiving very substantial dividends. 


EXCESS PROFITS TAX 


Addressing the shareholders at the meeting, the Chairman 
Salu. 

I'may, perhaps, be allowed to say a few words more on the 
question of Excess Profits Tax, which hits shareholders hard, 
for it deprives them of large dividends which they would have 
received as a reward for the monetary assistance they gave to 
enable us to reach the present state of prosperity as shown by 
the balance-sheet. 

Five years ago we reached a monthly production of 11.000 
tons, that being all we could haul through the North Shaft, 
but our development was so good that we felt justified in saying 
if only we could sink a large new vertical shaft we could 
easily bring our monthly winding up to 25,000 tons. The share- 
holders found the necessary money to sink and equip the shaft 
and expand our plant to deal with the increased tonnage. 

We have completed the work, and are already winding nearly 
the 25,000 tons, and, having reached this stage, shareholders 
are reasonably entitled to look for the reward their money has 
produced—but they are deprived of that reward because whilst 
all this great work was being carried through we could only 
pay modest dividends and these govern the amount we are now 
allowed to distribute.

PASSOVER LEAVE FOR JEWISH MEMBERS 
OF THE FORCES 


Leaflet Issued by the Senior Jewish Chaplain 


A leaflet concerning leave for Jewish members of the Forces 
for Passover has been issued by Dayan M. Gollop, Senior Jewish 
Chaplain to the Forces, from his office in Woburn House, 
Upper Woburn Place, London, W.C.1. 

The full text of the leaflet is as follows: 

* Instructions have now been issued by the Admiralty, War 
Office, and Air Ministry that, provided the exigencies of the 
service permit, and subject to operational requirements, leave 
may be granted to officers and other ranks of the Jewish faith 
who are desirous of observing the Festival of Passover, which 
commences at sunset on Friday, April 11, 1941, and terminates 
at nightfall on Saturday, April 19. 

“It must be stressed, however, that any leave granted to 
Jewish personnel for *Passover will be in lieu of, and not in 
addition to, the normal periods of leave av ailable for all per- 
sonnel. It will be appreciated, therefore, that Commanding 
Officers will find it difficult to grant privileged leave to soldiers 
of the Jewish faith out of their turn or in excess of the number 
permissible. 

No objection will, hawever, be raised by Commanding 
Officers to voluntary individual exchanges with comrades of 
the Christian faith to enable Jewish personnel to arrange for 
thetr leave to coincide with the Festival of Passover 

Applications for Passover leave must be made by all ranks 
to their respective Commanding Officers.”
